The Trial to Last all Summer. 


Mpeelal Oorrespandence of the Louisville Courier.) 
WASHINGTON, April 2. 


The trial to-day of impeachment pro- 
gressed at the expense of the public interests, 
and was a8 wearisome as protracted. The 

documentary evidence intreduced and here- 
tofore published, was inactive, while the oral 


testimony was unimportant, 


The dry routine was varied by a sharp dis- 
cussion that sprang up between the counsel in 
regard to the letter of the President to Gen- 
eral Grant on the question of veracity be- 
tween tnem. The letter as read was not 
accompanied by those of the members of the 
Cabinets and counsel of the President offered 
the objection that the letter could not be put 
in as evidence unless it included the inclo- 


sures, and thus made a part of the same. 


The objection was overruled by the court. 
It would have been awkward for Grant if 
this charge of lying had gone to the country 


in an official form. 


It was notewurthy to note that Butler de- 
clined to participate in the discussion. Ben, 
is the Jast person to defend Grant on this or

Subsequently he took an active part, par- 
Gonkarty in pressing the point that Colonel 
Cooper, Assistant Secretary of the Treasury, 
appointed in November, was designated for 
that position to aid the President in controll- 
ing disbursements of money, and that it 
formed a part of the conspiracy charged on 
the President.
